Inches.

'TMa year, ran¬ 
chers have bean forced to buy expen¬ 
sive feed and, In some cases, even npul 
in water when cattle tanka dried up. 

"Now, ranchers are being forced to 
sell herdB ahead of schedule, which will 
have a devastating effect on the 
economy of West Texas aa well as a 
significant Impact on the nation's con¬ 
sumers of beef. r

of corn stored by the USDA in the 
Texas Panhandle since the grain em¬ 
bargo of lftflO.”

that one of the regional Market News 
offices made a mathematical mistake. 

According to John Meetz, KLA Ex- 
ecuttve Vice President, that makes it 
even more bizarre because one repor¬ 
ting region probably wouldn't even 
luve the slaughter capacity to kill the 
Incorrect number reported for that 
nglon on Monday. Meetz said, “I don't 
care how accurate USDA normally is 
with these estimates, that kind of 
mistake blows their ontiro credibility." 

"That mistake coat the cattle feeding 
segment millions of dollars that is now 
jo somebody elaes pockets. Trado 
estimates say that the beef market pro¬ 
bably trended $2/cwt below what it 
would have been. A retailer that 
bought on Monday or Tuesday now has 
a bargain supply for next week," Meetz 
said. 

Meetz said, “There's not much we 
an do about last Monday but USDA 
an darn sure do something to keep it 
from happening again."
